Hantwich  is  an  ancient  town  situated  in 
the  south-west  corner  of  Cheshire,  and  is  a  market  town  for  a  large 
and  important  agricultural  area.  The  River  Heaver  and  the  Shropshire 
Union  Canal  pass  through  the  district  and  in  parts  both  foim  the 
boundary  cf  the  Urban  area. 

Industrial  enterprise  exists  mainly  in 
the  form  of  clothing  manufacture  and  a  tannery.  There  is  scope  for 
the  establishment  of  light  industries,  road  and  rail  communications 
being  very  convenient;  by  rail  the  town  is  served  by  the  main  linos 
from  Crewe  to  Shrewsbury  and  lollington,  and  good  roads  radiate  f Torn 
the  town  to- all  parts  of  Cheshire,  Shropshire,  the  lotteries,  and 
Forth  Wales.

Chemical  and  bacteriological 
analyses  are  made  frequently. 

Most  of  the  Urban  district  is  supplied  from 
Bad:.iloy  aterworks;  the  water  is  pumped  to  Ravensmoor  reservoir 
(capacity  250,000  gallons]  gravitating  from  that  paint  to  the  town. 
There  is  a  constant  sup... ly  ,nd  water  is  supplied  direct  to  premises. 

There  are  several  dead-ends  in  the  distribution 
system  which  will  be  connected  through  as  soon  as  tin  labour  is 
a v a i 1 a  b 1 e  for  t  h i s  g ur  p o s  e . 

There  is  a  slight  p lumbe- solvent  action; 
according  to  the  analyses  this  varies  from  nil  to, .07  parts  per 
100  , 000  after  24  hours  contact*  Tin- lined  lead  pin.  3  are  used  for 
house  services.  Occasionally  there  is  0.  trace  of  action  on  aluminium 
and  iron,  but  not  enough  t c  be  stated  numerically. 

The  water  is  treated  on  the  1 Dual  Coagulation5 
principle,  the  following  chum 1 cals  being  added  ~  Sulphate  of  Alumina, 
Sodium  Alumina te ,  Sodium  Carbonate,  and  Hydrated  Lime.

My  predecessor  made  several  inspections  of  houses  in  the 
district  in  the  company  of  the  County  Sanitary  Officer  in  the  early 
pant  of  tne  year.  Too  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  also  visited 
the  district ^ and  made  a  lengthy  report  to  the  County  Council  on 
housing  conditions  in  ITantwich.  A  study  of  this  report  shows  that 
tnere  is  much  to  be  done . in  connection  with  existing  houses  and  it 
should  form  a  useful  basis  on  which  to  form  a  programme. 

It  nas  not  been. possible  nor  is  it  opportune  to  make 
detailed . inspection  of  dwellings  with  a  view  to  extensive  repair  work 
or  demolition.  T me  continued  scarcity  of  labour  and  materials  has 
made  it  necessary . to  confine  requirements  to  essential  matters 
connected  with  nuisances  or  dangerous  conditions. 


Tne  paramount  need  is  for  more  mouses  to  accomodate  the 
community.  Tnis  need  is  made  so  much  greater  by  the  fact  that  there 
mas  oeen  no  building  for  .the  past  sis  years  or  so  and  many  hundreds 
of  couples  .cave  married  in  this  period  and  are  compelled  to  live  with

"In-laws”  or  in  lodgings.  No  doubt , detailed  survey  would  reveal  a  fair 
amount  of  overcrowding  on  the  lyjc  Housing  Act  standard.  Until  the 
deficiency  in  the  number  of  houses  available  lias  to  a  large  extent 
been  made  good  it  is  not  practicable  to  proceed  towards  the  demolition 
of  the  many  aged  and  unfit  houses  and  these  must  as  far  as  possible 
be  kept  habitable  by  "patching".  Even  this  minimum  maintenance  is 
made  extremely  difficult  by  the  labour  and  material  restriction. 


The  problem  of  providing  new  houses  has  been  tackled 
with  enthusiasm  by  the  Council  and  sites  have  beer,  selected  end  in 
some  cases  acquired  during  the  year.  The  Manor  Hoad  North  site  for 
20  temporary  bungalows  was  prepared  and  despite  all  efforts  it  was  not 
possible  for  any  structures  to  be  built  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  1946  there  will  be  considerable  progress  in  the 
provision  of  temporary  and,  what  is  more  important,  permanent  houses. 

V .  INFECT I0US  DISEASES . 


All  cases  of  "notifiable  diseases?  were  visited  as  soon 
as  possible  after  notification  end  where  necessary  the  disinfection  of 
bedding  and  rooms  was  carried  out.  Where  practicable  the  bedding  is 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  steam  disinfection.

As  the  time  approaches  when  Council  houses  will  again 
become  available  for  letting,  I  would  seriously  suggest  that  it  be 
made  a  condition  of  letting  that  the  prospective  tenants’  homes  be 
subject  to  inspection  by  myself  and,  where  necessary,  treatment  be 
carried  out  prior  to  moving  in  to  the  house.  I  hope,  at  the 
appropriate  time  also,  to  metre  a.  recommended  ion  of  a  method  of 
preventative  treatment  for  empty  houses  before  occupation.  The 
treatment  of  verminous  premises  is  for  the  time  being  carried  out  by 
direct  labour  under  my  supervision.

Jn  all  but  agricultural  premises  the  Council  has 
continued  the  administration  of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act

XXII.  PAIL  'CLOSETS. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  I  made  a.  survey  of 
the  district  and  submitted  a.  special  report  upon  the  existing  pail 
closets.  It  was  subsequently  decided  by  the  Council  that  ‘until 
such  time  as  a.  satisfactory  position  is  reached,  a.  fixed  sum  of 
money  shall  be  set  a.side  each  year  to  meet  contributions  towards  the 
cost  of  substituting  water  closets  in  suitable  canes.  In  connection 
with  premises  which  are  likely  to  be  subject  to  procedure  for 
demolition  within  the  next  3-5  years  it  was  decided  that  the 
substitution  of  waler  closets  should  not  be  enforced,  but  that  owners 
should  be  required  to  maintain  pail  closets  in  a  sanitary  condition.

The  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  have 
not  oeen  used,  allbutchers*  meat  being  dressed  at  and  distributed 
from  Crewe. 

A  nuisance  from  the  County  Council  Cooking  Centre 
arising  from  the  discharge  of  steam  and  fumes  was  abated  upon 
representation  through  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

are  approximately  80  food  premises  in  the 
district.  As  occasion  demands  and  opportunity  arises,  all  premises  in 
which  foods ( are  prepared  for,  stored,  or  exposed  for  sale,"  are 
subject  to  inspection.  Plans  are  awaited  in  connection  with  improve¬ 
ments  which  have  been  requested  at  one  Pork  Butcher1  s  premises". 

The  year  of  rationing  and  "points”  systems  have 
produced  a. practice  in  the  food  trade  which  might  have  been  difficult 
to  impose  in  times  of  plentiful  supplies;  to  secure  replacements  or 
credits  in  allocations  vendors  must  produce  certificates  of  unfitness 
signed  oy  tne  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Meat  and  Food  Inspector  ,  wi ereas 
in  normal  circumstances  considerable  quantities  of  unsound  food  might 
not  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Inspector  who  could  not  be 
expected  to  see  the  stocks  of  all  traders.  Requests  for  examination 
of  food  have  therefore  become  frequent  in  the  past  few  years.  There 
is  one  aspect  of  this  matter  about  which  one  cannot  feel  too  happy 
however,  i.e.  ,  the  instruction  of  the  Ministries  of  Health  and  Food 
that  certain  commodities  should  not  be  dealt  with  locally  by  the 
Inspector,  but  should  be  returned  on  his  advice  by  the  tradesman, 
through  trade  channels,  to  his  supplier.  The  intention  is  in  good 
faith  to  prevent  waste  of  material  by  destruction  which  might  have 
a  value  for  some  other  purpose,  such  as  animal  feeding  or  tallow 
manufacture.  This  principle  of  utilising  "waste"  is  appreciated,  but 
I  feel  that  the  Inspector  should,  as  empowered  under  the  Food  aid 
Drugs  Act,  take  possession  of  all  unfit  food  by  seizure  or  by 
accepting  surrender,  and  maintain  control  of  it  until  it  can  be  taken 
over  by  an  authorised  representative  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  Salvage 
Division.  Under  the  present  system  it  is  possible  for  unscrupulous 
persons  to  redirect  unsound  food  from  the  district  in  which  it  has 
been" condemned"  to  other  districts  where  inspection  might  be  evaded. 

I  am  not  aware  of  an  instance  of  such  practice,  but  there  is  a  "loop¬ 
hole"  ,  a  weakness  in  the  scheme  which  might  undo  the  work  in  which 
one  sets  out  to  protect  the  community.
